Washington,Nov.—20. —High officials 
connected with the war department say 
they are not going to ask congress for a 
permanent enlisted strength of 100,000 
men for the regular army or for an ad* 
dition to the number of officers now on 
the army list. It is learned from authori­ 
tative sources in the department th a ts 
bill is being prepared which will be pre­ 
sented to congress, providing for perma­ 
nent minimum strength of 50,000 men 
in the regular army, and at the same 
timo conferring authority on the presi­ 
dent to double the number in case of 
need to 100,000 men. 
This Is to be done, not by forming 
new regiments but by adding enlisted 
men to the existing organized compa­ 
nies without at all increasing the num­ 
ber of commissioned officers. 
This arrangement would bring the 
army more in harmony with the mod­ 
ern methods of organization which tend 
to large companies and to regiments. 
Senator Hawley of Oonnecticut.chair- 
man of the senate committee on military 
affairs says that as soon as Secretary 
Root returns from Caba a bill, reorgan­ 
izing the army on a permanent basis 
will be prepared and introduced in both 
houses.

Washington, Nov. 20, — The Chin 
negotiations have reached a most seri­ 
ous stage. 
The actions of the powers 
are making partition almost inevitable. 
The United States faces the probability 
that it will either have to take a slice 
of China or go without any indemnity. 
In that case it is positively asserted by 
high authorities that the United States 
will go without indemnity. 
The United States may sucoed in re­ 
ducing the demands of other powers, 
and is now making every effort to that 
end, but with no immediate prospect of 
success. 
Every nation has disavowed any in­ 
tention of dismembering China, but 
that merely relates to c’ismembermont 
as a punishment for the boxer outrages. 
No nation has pledged itself to avoid 
taking a course which will sooner oi 
later make dismemberment inevitable. 
It is firmly believed in official circles in 
Washington that the powers are pro­ 
ceeding deliberately with the intention 
of bringing about a situation which will 
compel dismemberment. 
The whole question hinges on the 
amount of the money indemnity to be 
demanded. 
While the United States 
has not officially set a maximum figure 
for the indemnity, it is tho unofficial 
opinion of some of the highest officers 
of the government that $200,060,000 is1 
all that China can pay. 
The powers are 
desirous of swelling the indemnity to at 
least twice that amount. 
Two courses are considered for the 
payment of this large indemnity. 
Each 
is innocent on its face, but both mean 
partition, and the American govern­ 
ment is so sure of it that as soon as pow­ 
ers adopt either course, this country will 
ritire from the concert and lose all but a ; 
faint chance of ever recovering any in-, 
demnity. 
Cf course it is to exact terri I 
tonal pledges. 
This is the same tiling *011 was unable to 
as partition for it simply means a mort­ 
gage which is certain to be foreclosed. 
The United States will not have any­ 
thing to do with this scheme. 
The other plan is to have China issue 
bonds, guaranteed by the powers.
